Body Headed by Senate Presi- 


dent Quezon Reiterates De- 


mand for Independence. 


That the Filipino people are in earn- 


est in their demand for immediate in- 
dependence Is indicated by the coming 
to the United States of a second Philip- 
pine mission to work for independence. 
Coincident with this announcement the 
War Department received a cable from 
Manila stating that the all-Filipino leg- 
islature had adopted resolutions re- 
iterating its plea for immediate inde- 
pendence. 


Tiip second mission, like the first, i* 


competed of the leading men of the is- 
lands and will work in the United 
Statos not onlj for immediate inde- 
pendence, but also to bring about "bet- 
tei understanding, gi eater confidence 
and riosor economic relafons between 
the fjiirod Slates and the Philippines."
